DARK HESTER by Ann Douglas Sedgwick. 

This is a regular novel which presents 
a family pioblon that has long been 
discussed and dissected in every fom, 
shape and nartner. This tine it occurs 
in the country close to London. Hostor 
is the wife, Monica the mother, end both 
love Clive so veil that they actually 
tear him to pieces—that's lovol.... 
Although the title of the book refers to 
Hester, it really is her nother-in-law's 
story. There is a child also—littlo 
Robin—and the two venen are equally 
ready to deal with hin in the sane man¬ 
ner as they have dolt with his unfor- 
• tunate father. Tho story rises above 
the usual family entanglement when a 
certain Capt. Ingpen appears on the 
seeno. It is frequent that two women 
related to one another fall in love with 
the sane nan, but usually tho elder 
vonan has the start, and the younger 
one snatches the gentlenar. away. In 
DARK HESTER, we have tho reverse. Capt. 
Ingpen is cel old flame of Hester's— 
she oven admits that she still loves 
him—but Monica sees to it that the 
Captain falls in love with her and sho 
with hin. A very shrewd and dependable 
wenan that Monica...she in the end fixes 
things just right. Sho brings Hester 
where she wanted her to stand; tho 
wonon lay down thoir weapons and sign 
a peace treaty; they send tho Captain 
away—he had ceased to be useful and 
they retain Clive—tho husband and son-- 
probably to torture hin some more. 

Ann Sedgwick is a good writer, a sub¬ 
stantial author. Every so of ton she brii 
forth a new book. Her style is not 
particularly original, but it is gran¬ 
na ti cal. I have not been enthused over 
any novel she wrote, and I bdLicvo I 
never will be, but DARK HESTER is easy 
reading, and will help pass a couple 
of hours.

I tried to look 
annoyed, and at the request of ny wife, 
reported the burglary to thp Police, but 
secretly I was rejoicing over tho loss 
of ny dross suit, which had given ne a 
steady job throe or four tines a week in 
brushine off tho nildcw. Through tho 
police the papers got hold of tho inci¬ 
dent, and presently we found ourselves 
the most popular people in tho town. 

I know no place whore poverty is so 
popular as in Spain, and this burglary 
on tho background of our easily cohcciv- 
ablo poverty won us tho hearts of the 
population. The papers carried long and: 
sympathetic articles about us; young 
girl3 brought us big bunches of flowers; 
people, whom we did not know, sent us 
newspapers every day; everybody fron a 
shoe black to tho general in command of 
the town soonod to bo glad if they 
could show us a favor. 

As I said, we visited four ports 
in Spain. Wo did not psy a cent far port: 
charges, pilotage, oto. in any of tlicnl 
We did not clear in or out, wo wero not : 
troubled by custcris officers and a bill j 
of health we did not have at all. I 

Still, as I was told, tho author- ! 
itics arc generally vory strict to the ; 
letter who re merchant ships arc conccmcdj. 

Our last Spanish port was Vigo, a 
pretty town at the bottom of a beautiful , 
fjord. Wo had not intended to g<? there, 
but had to as we broke our main boca off 
Finisterre and could not proceed to j 
Lisbon with a defective rig-;ing. 

We were towod out from Vigo bw a j 
Norwegian steamer which happened to be 
ready at the sane tino. Meantime, when 
we came outside, we found an extraor- ; 
dinarily heavy swell and presently our 
tow rope broke. There was a light breeze! 
just strong enough to take us clear of 
tho rocks, but vory soon it became 
doad calm. 

The distance from ViGP to Lisbon 
is only about 260 miles, but it took us • 
10 days to cover it. The calm lasted 
sevon days, with tho samo heavy swoll ; 
setting in from the Northwest and if it . 
had lasted another day, we should hnvo ! 
been washed ashore by the sea 7/ithout j 
much, chance of .caving our lives. Tho 


coast of Portugal is vory oftcr»*coverod 
with a haze and we had gone too far in. 
The roar of tho surf grow distinctly 
louder with every minute,- and I was juat 
considering to drop the anchors to' chock 
drifting towards the shore- when at 
last the wind came. 

Uhen we arrived at Lisbon, I read in 
tho papers that while wo had the calm, a 
terrible gale had beon blowing in the 
Channel and the Bay of Biscaye, a storm 
that put 20 large steamships to their 
doom. 7/o had quite an exciting exper¬ 
ience when approaching Lisbon at night, 
ne nearly sailed right onto tho rocks in 
the midst off c squall that for a time 
blotted out tbe lights, Uhen we pnssec.- 
tho Bar at dawn, thcro was a Norwegian 
10,000 tenner, the BESSA, aground, with 
. a two million dollar general cargo 
rendered next to worthless. 

In Lisbon, tho personnel of the Nor- 
•jegian Legation gave us a hearty wel¬ 
come, and they wanted us to eerie ashore 
and lunch with then, but both ny wife 
and I were- quite tired out and went to 
sloop with a bunch of unopened letters 
in our hands. 

7/c stayed in Lisbon seven weeks, 
colobrating Christmas and Now Years 
there.
